She supposed 
that some of her children had come to 
awaken her for some purpose, but upon 
putting out her hand was horrified to feel 
the form of a large man bending over 
her. When the negro discovered that he 
had awakened the lady he moved quietly 
away and stood for several minutes, dur- 
ing which time Mrs. McAllister was too 
frightened to move or make any demon- 
stration. a 

Presyntly she heard him go to the side 
of the bed where her daughter was sleep- 
ing. ihe megro took hold of the young 
lady, which awakened her, and caused her 
to scream. Mrs. McAllister then got out 
of bed, lighted a match and saw the negro 
standing over the bed, holding her strug- 
gling daughter. At this the negro ran out 
of the room and through the room where 
McAllister sleeping, and his 
escape through the window. 

After daylight there was no difficulty 
to follow the tracks of the megro, and he 
was arrested at his home yesterday morn- 
ing. He was held in custody until this 
morning, when he was given a prelimina- 
ry hearing and sent to jail.

CITY'S FIGHT FOR 


TRANSFERS LOST 


Decision of Judges Newman and 
McCormick Rendered, 


VICTORY FOR CONSOLIDATED 


Its Contentions Are Sustained by the Court

HAS NO RIGHT TO FORCE TRANSFERS 


Neither Old Charters Nor More Re- 
cent Validating Act Contains Any 
Provision in Which Such 
Power Is Couched—De- 
cision in Full. 


‘Down from the cool and aliry heights of 
Asheville there came in judicial form yes- 
terday afternoon the death sentence of 
street car transfers. . 

The Washington vestibuled train at 3:55 
brought the decision fresh from Judge 
Newman’s and Judge McCormick’s hands 
end a half réur later the warriors who 
fought the Consolidated’s battle were en- 
joying a victory which was unexpected in 
{ts ccempleteness. 

The decision squarely knocked the city’s 
claim of power to require transfers off its 
feet. It left it not a leg to stand on, de- 
claring clearly and Gefinitely that not upon 
a single ground upon which the city had 
based its claim for authority to force trans- 
fers was there legal warrant for the action. 
It went a step further. It made the re- 
mark that the power sought to be exercised 
weat to the extreme municipal authority 
even under legislative authority. 

It is a complete victory for the Consoll- 
dated and thoroughly establishes the fact 
that the company has the right to name its 
own rate of fare within a certain Nmit. 

The decision not only overrules the city’s 
demurrer, but goes so far as to emphati- 
cally deny the right of the city to pass 
an ordinance requiring the street railway 
company to grant transfers, 

Most of the public and:many connected 
with the case expected that the decision 
would be different. It was thought that e 
special master would be appointed to In- 
vestigate the case and that the end would 
not come in possibly two years, but the 
judges have surprised every one with a 
decision that settles the Ntigation, so far 
as their courts are concerned, definitely. 
Instead of waiting for the long-dragging 
investigation by a special master and the 
longer wait for a final decision, as was 
expected, the people can read this morning 
for the first time the finding which awards 
the victory to the Consolidated. 

The language of the decision is clear 
and unmistakable. “And second, that the 
city being without legislative authority to 
pass the ordinance, the same is invalid 
and tnoperative,” is the wording of the de- 
cree which strikes a death knell to the 
Plan for transfers. 

Decision a Comprehensive One. 

The decision covers every point of the 
It goes into detail and history 
and neglects nothing.

Georgia com- 
panies and the Southeastern Tarlff Associa- 
tion are not disposed to look upon the 
situation with any alarm, believing no law 
has been Violated.

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First, had the city power to pass the 
ordinance in question? and second, if it had 
such power, Is the ordinance a reasonable 
one in its effect on the corporation and 
on its Hen creditors? 

The first of these two questions is the 
only one considered, the court deciding that 
the first decided the second, that is that 
there was no necessity to consider the 
second if the first was decided in the nega- 
tive.

This is’a bill filed by the Old Colony 
Trust Company and Henry Seixas 
against the city of Atiania anu the At- 
lanta Consolidated Street. Railway Com- 


pany. 

The Old Colony Trust Company sues as 
trustee for the holders of t bonds of 
the Atlanta Consolaiated Sireet HKailway 
Company, the bonds 60 represented 
amounting to $2,025,000, 

Seixas sues as the owner of $93,000 of 
the first mortgage bonds of the Atlarita 
Street Railroag Company of the value of 
$100,000, and $37,000 of the bonds of the At- 
lanta Consolidated Street Kailway Coin- 
pany of the value of $33,000, ana of WW 
shares of the capital stock of the latter 
company. 

By a decision just made, Seixas is re- 
tained in the bill as bondholder, but is 
disinissed so far as he complains as stock- 
holder. 

The purpose of the bill is to enjoin the 
elty of Atiunta from enforcing the follow- 
ing ordinance: 

“Section 1. Be it ordained by the mayor 
and general council, That from and after 
the first day of May, 1897, it shall be un- 
lawful for any company operating eleciric 
or other railways in or upon the streets 
of Atianta, by itself or its agents, di- 
rectly or indirectly, to charge or collect 
more than tive cents for the transporta- 
tion of any person from any point on 
said Line or hnes owned or operated by 
sacd company, whether the same be for 
@& continuous passage on a through line 
or by transfer to any other line or lines 
owned and operated by said company. 

“Sec. 2. Upon the payment of one full 
fare as above provided, it shall be the 
duty of said railway company to trans- 
port such passenger to his destination 
upon any line or lines of said company, 
and to furnish a transfer ticket, without 
additional charge, whenever it is neces- 
sary for such passenger to change to the 
car of any other line or lines operated 
by said company in order to reach his 
said destinat.on. 

“Sec. 3. Any violation of the above ordi- 
nance or any refusal to furnish a transfer 
ticket as above provided for by ay of- 
heer or agent of any street railway com- 
any in said citv shall be punished by a 
ne of not less than ten dellars ($10.00) nor 
more than one hundred dolitars $100.00), or 
imprisonment not Jess than thirty days in 
the discretion of the recorder.”’ 

A cross-bill has been filed by the At- 
lanta Consolidated Street Railway Com- 
pany, in which it adopts. the allegations 
of the original bill (except as qualified), 
and sets Out some additional facts, and 
also seeKs to enjoin the city from enforc- 
ing against it the above ordininece. 

To the original bill as well as the cross- 
bill, there is a demurrer by the city of 
Atlanta. The case has now been heard 
On the demurrers. 

It iS said on behalf of tho city that 
neither the Old Colony Trust Company 
nor Seixas shows such an interest in the 
matter at issue as Will authorize the court 
to hear them—that they stand upon a bare 
and unfounded apprehension of loss from 
the enforcement of this ordinance. We 
cannot agree cto this view. On the con- 
trary, We think that under the allegations 
of the -bill, the complainants show a rea- 
sonable and fairly well grounded anticipa- 
tion of loss of ‘interest on the bonds, and 
this we think is sufficient. It is not nec- 
essary in a case like this: that the party 
complainant should be required to sit by 
and submit to loss as a demonstration of 
the injuries effected by legislation before 
invoking the assistance of the court. It 
is enough to give them a standing in 
court if they show a well grounded appre- 
hension of loss, and we think that is 
shown In this case. 


Was Ordinance Legal? 


Two questions are raised by this demur- 
rer. First, had the city power to pass 
the ordinance In question; and second, if 
it had such power, is the ordinance a rea- 
sonatle one in its effect on tho corporntion 


and on its Hen creditors? 

If the first question is resolved itn favor 
of the street railway company, or, in 
other words, if It is determined that the 
city lacks authority to pass this ord'!- 
nance, the second question need not be 
considered, 


The power of the city to pass the ordi- 
nance is claimed by its counsel to be de- 
rived from four sources: 


City’s Authority Denied. 


1It is contended that this authority 
is given the city by section 15 of its char- 
ter. This section of the charter was in 
the original acts of incorporation of the 
city and was re-enacted in what was 
called the new charter in 1874. So far as 
its language is invoked here it, empowers 
the city “io pass all by-laws concerning 

* * * © carriuges, Wagons, carts, drays, 
etc., * 2. ¢ * and every by-law, ordi- 
nance and regulation that it may deem 
proper for the peace, health, order or good 
goverpment of said e«ty.’’ The conten- 
tion is that in the general grant of au- 
thority to pass omlinunces for the order 
and good government of the city, such an 
ordinance as this is embraced. We are 
oF opinion that the gencrai grant of a&u- 
thority to pass ordinances is one which 
reiates to the peace, order, health, ete., 
of the aty, and is not sufiieicnt to au- 
thorize an ordinance or this character. 

Special stress is laid, however, in the 
argument which invokes this section as a 
grant of power, upon tne authority given 
to pass by-laws concerning “carriages, 
Wagons, carts, drays ete.,’’ and it is said 
that this section having been embraced 
in the original city charter granted before 
street railroads were Known to Ailanta, 
and the city having been authorized, and 
having exercised the power to fix the 
charges of drays -and hacks, that the 
sume authority would now exist as to this 
hew mode of conveyance. 

The exercise of power in these two re- 
spects is entirely different. In the case 
of the street railway company there is a 
permanent, fixed investment, said to 
over three million dollars, made by legis- 
lative authority, and with the city’s con- 


sent, and which is only valuable when 
used for the purpose contemplated. Th.s 
enterprise is inaugurated and carried on 


so far as the city is concerned for public 
conventence—so tar as the stockholders 
and bondholders are concerned, as a4 pri- 
vate investment. By depriving them of 
the right to receive a reasonable return 
on the investment made, its value as @a 
property is totally destroyed. When it is 
considered that this property right exists 
by special legislative grant, the right to 
reguiate its charges is a very different 
thing trom the right to regulate the 
charges of a hack or dray, which may 
run or not as a public conveyance with- 
out destroying, or perhaps without sub- 
stantially affecting, its re, This section 
of the city’s charter, neither by the gen- 
eral terms employed, nor by its special 
reference to vehicles, gives the city the 
power (‘oO pass the ordinance now under 
consideration. 


Charter Gave No Power. 


2. It is said that the power contended for 
is derived from the charter of the Atlanta 
Street “Rallroad Company, which was 
grante™ in 1866. The Atlanta Consolidated 
Street Railway Company is the successor 
of the Atlanta Street Railroad Company, 
the former having bought out the latter 
company in 1891, and subsequently con- 
solidated it with the other lines of street 
railway which the Consolidated company 
had acquired. In the act of 1866 incorporat- 
ing the Atlanta Street Railroad Company, 
the company was granted ‘the exclusive 
power and authority to survey, lay out, 
construct and equin use and employ atreet 
railroads in the city of Atlanta, subject 
to the approval of the city council thereof 
for each and every route selected, first 
had and obtained before work thereon 
shall be commenced; the property of said 
company to be subject to the same state, 
county and city (axes as the property of 
individuals in said city of like value is 
or may be subject to, unless the city 
council shall at any time think fit to ex- 
empt the same either in whole or in part, 
from the payment of city taxes, provided 
that the rates of fare and freight upon 
said railroad shall be subject to the ap- 
proval of the mayor and city council of 
the city of Atlanta.’’ It is insisted that 
under the language last qunted, which 
makes the rates of fare subject to the 
epproval of the mayor and city council, 
the city has the power to fix rates. 
Soon after the passage of this act, an 
ordinance was passed by the city author- 
izing the use of the _ streets, etc. ‘The 
company did not built under the first ord!- 
nance, but subsequently, in 1868 or 1869, 
as it. appears from the bill, another orv!- 
nance was passed, and under this it Is 
alleged that the Atlanta Street Railroad 
Company constructed its lines. Among 
other things, there was a provis!on in the 
ordinance under which the. lines were bullt, 


that “the charges for passage on said 
road shall not exceed 29 cents for any 
through line and 10 cents for half lines 


or short distances.’”” We do not express 
any opinion upon the question raised and 
discussed at the bar as to whether this 
constituted a contract between the city 
and the street railroad company from 
which the city could not withdraw, be- 
cause other conclusions we Have reached 
render its determination unnecessary. 


City Can’t Fix Fares. 


This much is manifest, however, that if 
the city derived from the above quoted 

rovision of the charter of the Atlanta 

treet Railroad Company any power to 
fix rates of fare, it exhausted that au- 
thority when it passed the ordinance re- 
ferred to fixing the rates of fare at 2 


| and 10 cents, respectively. This, of course, 
so far as it derived ower f the pro- 
vision referred to,’ dnd not determinin 
at all how far, with proper addition 
legislative authority, it might have 
changed this ordinance with reference 
to the rates of fare. But even if this 
power of approval of rates, etc., had been 
granted directly to the city, and’ was 
not a mere reservation in the charter of 
the street railroad company, or if it should 
be here so considered, is the power to ap- 
prove rates the power to fix rates or.gi- 
nally? This was not the view of the su- 
preme court in a case where a question 
quite similar to this arose. In Railway v.in- 
terstate Commerce Commission, 162 United 
States 184, the supreme ‘court was called 
upon to determine the right of the inter- 
Stale conimerce commission to fix the rates 
of fare for railroads doing interstate busi- 
ness, under the provisions of the act of 
congress. While. the rant of power in 
that case was ‘claimed by commission, 
and here it is claimed and is sought to 
be exercised by « mun.cipal government, 
the question ie very much the same. The 
following extract from the opinion of the 


a 


coun (page 19%), shows the view enter- 
tained by the supreme court: 
We do not find any provision of the 


act that expressly or by necessary impli- 
cation confers such a power. 

“It is argued on behalf of the commis- 
sion that the power to pass upon the rea- 
sonableness of existing rates implies the 
right to prescribe them. ‘This is not neec- 
essarily so. The reasonabieness of the 
rate in a given case depends on the facts, 
and the function of the commission is to 
consider these facts and ¢.ve them their 
proper weight. If the commission instead 
of withholuing judgment in such a matter 
until an issue ghall be made and the 
facts found, itself fixes the rate, that rate 
is préjudged by the commission to be 
reasonable.”’ 

It will be perceived that the court con- 
cedes the right of the commission to pass 
upon the reasonableness of rates when 
made by a railroad, but denies its power 
to fix them originally. We do not dis- 
tinguish between this authority to pass 
upon the reasonableness of rates and the 
power to “approve,’’ and if the authority 
to fx rates .s Wanting in the one Case, 
it would seem io be wanting in the 
other. 


The City’s Oly Power. 


3. The Atlanta Consolidated Street Rail- 
way Company obtuined a charter from 
the secretary of ‘state of Georgia, and 


ufterwards in connection with otfer street 
railroads of the state obtained from the 
legislature a val.dating act, because of 
doubts entertained ag to the power of the 
secretary of State to grant charters to 
Street railway companies. This doubt af- 
terwards Proved to be well founded, when 
the supreme court of the state decided 
that the &cretary of state had no such 
power. This validating act (Georgia Laws 
1swu-1l, page 16%), prov.ded that the street 
railroad companies whose charters were 
thus legalized should ‘‘be suject to pave, 
and shail be liable for sireet p@ving and 
to other regulations of muniel compa- 
nies incorporatcd by separate aft or acts 
by the law of this state.’’ It is claimed 
for the city that by this provision th: 
city obtained and the Atlanta Consolidated 
Company became subject to any and all 
provisions of any and all charters granted 
street railWay companies by the legisla- 
ture of Georgia. And as certain of these 
charters, one at least, contained a _ pro- 
Vision authorizing the ec.:ty to Wx rates 
of fare and freight, that this power was 
given to the c.ity of Atlanta. There. are 
two obvious difficulties about this conten- 


tion. First, the power of ‘regulation’ does 
not necessar.ly embrace the power to 11x 
rates of charge. There are many matters 
fur it to cover without embracing this lat- 
ters power, ‘The city unquestionably has 
the right. within any reasonable limit, 
to regulate the speed of cars and other 
matters connected with their movement 


on the streets; where poles shall be placed 


in the case of overhead wires, how wires 
ehall be located and their lecation with 
reference to other wiresS and the safety 


of the same, and to do many other things 


Which might be noted with refer renee to 
the occupuncy of the streets, protection 
to life and limb thereon, end all guech 


matiers as involve the’ Safe and orderly 


use of the Streets over which it has, un- 
der the iegisiature, full power and con- 
trol. 

As stated, in one charter at least. the 
right of the city (the city of Augusta), 


to regulate rates of fare and freight was 


given. Under the charter of the Atlanta 
and Kdgewood Street Railroad Company 
that company Was authorize wo 


charge and collect such rates for the car- 
riage of persons and property as it may 
deem proper.’ The lines of th.s last com- 
pany have been acquircd and are now a 
mrt of the Consolidated system, the At- 
Ente and Edgewood having sold its lines 
by authority of the legislature (acts 1890-1, 


eee ee eee! —_—~. 


volume page 41). There is no more 
reason for selecting a provision from the 
Augusta charter than ftom the Adlanta 
and Edgewood charter. Ineeed, if either 
should he selected it would seem to be 
proper to take the latter as an Atlanta 
charter. We think, however, hat thu 
provision referred to in the Validating 
act is teo indefinite to be takén as the 
basis for a grant of power such as is 
sought to be exercised by the city in this 
case. Certainly, therefore, it cannot be 
held ‘inat this provision subijeeting the 


Conso? dated Street Ra.lway Company to 
such regulations as were other street 
rajlroads by acts of the legislature, would 
authorize the city to select from the Au- 
gusta charter the power therein granted 
to regulate rates of fare and apply it to 
the Atlanta Concolidated company. We 
cinnot seriously entertain the proposition 


that the legislature had any such result 
in contemplation when it inserted this 
reservation in the act of 1880-1 which le- 


galized the charter of t} e Atlanta Consoli- 
dated company. 


Council Exceeded Authority. 


4. It.is further ins'sted that the power 
to pass this omlinance exists by reason 
of the reservation made by the city in 


the ordinance authorizing the Atlanta Con- 
solidated Street Railway Company to 
the streets and to electrically equip its 
lines. There is some difference between 
counsel as to the exact language of this 
ordinance, but giving it the broadest 
meaning in favor of the city it provided 
that the company should be “subjeet to 
all the laws and ordinances now of force 
and such as may b»2 hereafter made.” Of 
eourse this ordinance shouid be _ treated 
as contended for by counsel for the C 
solidated company, and the word ‘“legally’’ 
should be read into it, and it should read 
as though it said euch ordin: 
may be hereafter legally made,”’ 
question, therefore, recurs to. and js, 
legislative grant has the city empowering 
it to pass this transfer ordinance? As we 
do not find in any of the acts of the legis- 
Wature relied upon the power to pass the 
ordinance, we are compelled to hold that 
the city exceeded its authority in 
it. We hold. moreover, that before 
city can exercise the power to fix rates 
of fare for a street railroad company, it 
must obtein that power in express terms, 
or it must arise from necessary implica- 
tion. from the words used in the legista- 
tive act.

*matter need not be discussed. We are deal- 


ing with the power of a municipality, 4 
creature of the legislature, which derives 
all its authority from the legislature. and 
can only act within the limit of the legis- 
lative grant. 

If under any of the acts of the legisla- 
ture which have been disc it could 
be held that the city had the power by 
necessary implication, to regulate or to 
fix rates of fare for street railroads, or 
for this particular company, it might be 
gravely questioned even then, if it had 
the power to pass that part of the ordi- 
nance in question requiring transfers. It 
would be a subject of serious doubt, at 
least, if the authority to fix rates carried 
with it the authority to require the street 
railway company to give two, three or 
more rides for one fare. One continuous 
ride for a single fare is one thing, and 
two or more rides with the necessary stop- 
page and letting passengers off and taking 
them on. is another and entirely different 
thing. Many reasons have been urged in 
argument, and others might be suggested, 
which in our opinion make a broad dis- 
tinction |! een the two classes of ser 
vice, namely, between a continuous ride 
in one car, and a ride requiring transfers 
or more cars to others. Un- 
questionably this ordinance, as to its feat- 
ure requiring transfers, is a very broad 
exercise of municipal power. It appears 
to go to the limit. of municipal control 
even under legislative authority. The 
power to pass the ordinance should be 
clearly shown. On the contrary, it is clear 
to us that the city is without such power. 

As we entertain the opinion above ex- 
pressed on the first question involved, 
namelv, as to the power of the city to 
pass the ordinance in question, it is unnec- 


essary to go into the second ground on 
Which the ordinance tg attacked in the 
complainants’ bill. The question of the 


reasgnableness or unreasonableness of the 
ordinance becomes immaterial if the city 
lacked legislative authority to pass It. 


Transfer Law Invalid. 


We hold, therefore, first, that the com- 
plainants have shown such an interest 
in the subject matter as to eive them 
a standing in court to question the validity 
of this ordinmanre; and second, that the 
city being without legislative authority to 
pass the ordinance, the same is invalid 
and inoperative. 


For these reasons an order will be en- 


tered overruling the demurrer, hoth to 
the original bill and to the cross-bilh

Dr. Harry White, of Athens, passed 
through Attanta a day or two ago on his 
wavy home from a trip to the northwest. 
He took in the northwest and ran over to 
Minneapolis.

“The people of the northwest are talking a 
great deal about the lynchings down here,”

Five Atlanta boys have caught the Klon- 
dyke gold fever and are figuring on how 
to get up there. One of them who was 
making inquiries. yésterday was informed 
that each member of the party ought to 
have at least $500 to start away with, and 
that will barely pay the expense of reaching 
KliondykKe with sufficient provisions to last 
through the winter. Every person going 
into the field is put on notice before leaving 
civilization that he ought to take along two 
barrels of flour, 100 pounds of bacon, 100 
pounds of beans, W pounds of dried fruits, 
30 pounds of coffee and 10 pounds of tea, in 
addition to the pick, shovel, pan and tin- 
ware Which will be necessary. The whole 
outfit can be bought for $90 in Seattle, but 
it costs $150 to get it to the camps. 

When the boys learned that they would 
have to spend the winter up there with the 
thermometer averaging 23 degrees below 
zero their ardor was somewhat cooled, and 
it is probable that they will wait at least 
until spring before starting. The adven- 
turous person who Starts now would not 
reach the camp much defore the end of 
summer, and there would be very little 
chance to work with a long winter ahead. 

“TI go a good deal on a man’s name, when 
it comes to giving credit,.”’ said an Atlanta 
merchant yesterday. 

“There are some names which I would 
not credit, unless I knew absolutely that 
the party was good, and then [I would 
hesitate. You know some people get.a 
reputation for being poor pay and they 
queer the whole set of that’name, although 
there may be others of the same name 
who are perfectly good.’’ 


‘‘New York business houses are not trav- 
eling sO many men as they used to,”’ says 
Ccelonel Ed Calloway, of the Kimb.il. 
“The large wholesale houses up there ars 
not doing as large a jobbing basincess as 
they once did. They depend on the soith- 
ern merchant going to them. Our mer- 


chants do go north a great deal more than 


they did a few years ago, and other cities 
are taking the business away from New 
York. It may be because of the expense 
that the large jobbing houses have stopped 
sending out traveling men. It must cost 
irom $10 to $15 a dav to send a drummer 
around through the country. J] heve known 
them to come arourd with fifteen large 
trunks and require two rooms in which 
to show their samples. Fifteen or twenty 
years ago a drummer carried one small 
case of samples. Then they got to using a 
trunk, and it soon grew to two or three 
trunks, and often a half a dozen or more. 
That became too expensive and many a 
rouse has taken {ts traveling men out of 
this field altogether. Philadelphia and Bal- 
timcre and the western cities are sending 
out more men than formerly, but perhaps 
not quite s90 many as five years ago. It 
does look, though, as if New York is not 
holding her own against her competitors.” 


Mr. Strobhar, of Bradstreet’s commercial 
agency, says that Atlanta’s merchants have 
sdid more goods this year than ever before 
in their career. They have gone out into 
new territory and captured new trade. 

Some Atlanta houses have sold goods 
Within forty miles of Memphis. The At- 
lanta merchants have sold right under the 
nose of a dozen jobbing towns in this and 
neighboring states. | 

The presumption is that Atlanta’s busi- 
ness houses have the advantage of greater 
capital and are willing to do a large volume 
of business on a smaller margin of profit, 
though in the aggregate it counts up and 
means more profit in the long run. 

Building contractors and the supply men 
say that Atlanta is doing more bullding 
now than any city in the south, and more 
than any city. of twice its size anywhere {n 
the United States. This condition has con- 
tinued for more than a year. 

Mr. Kriegshaber, a dealer in a great many 
kinds of supplies, says that it is cheaper 
to build in Atlanta than anywhere else in 
the United States. ‘‘Material is cheaper. 
Freight is almost as cheap. Labor is 
reasonable in price, and it does good work. 
The weather is fine here the whole year 
round, and everything combines to make 
Atlanta a very cheap city in which to 
build either a home or business building,”

Indications Show Valuation for 1897 
Will Be $1,000,000 Shy.

SHORTAGE IS NOT EXPLAINED

Tax Books Are Now Being Footed Up 
and Totals Will Be Ready in 
a Few Days.

The indications are that Fulton county 
will be short more than $1,000,000 this year 
in tax returns as compared with 1896. 

Whether the shortage will reach these 
figures or not cannot be told until the tax 
books, Which are now in the hands of the 
experts, can be completed and all the fig- 
ures footed up and the recapitulations 
made. The opinion of the tax receiver is 
that the returns will be about $1,000,000 
short, but the reason for the shortage has 
not been explained. 

The tax books closed several days ago, 
and they: are now being written out by 
the experts. The work has ‘been tedjous 
and slow on account of the vast number 
of names and figures which go upon the 
pages. It may be a week longer before 
the work is completed and the result an- 
nounced. 

In 1896 the total state and county taxes, 
as shown by the tax receiver’s books, 
amounted to $50,900,000—a pproximately 
$51,000,000, This year the returns will hard- 
ly reach $50,000,000, although some late re- 
turns are coming in daily. 

“lL am just from the comptroller’s office,” 
said Tax Recéiver Armistead yesterday 
afternoon, “‘From his *books I see that 
nearly all the counties in the state which 
have sentin digests show an increase, In 
a list of twenty counties I find there are 
increases im all, with the exception of 
about three, 

“] don't know whether Fulton will be 
shy $1,000,000 or not. The books bave not 
been footed up, and the amount ef returns 
is aS yet but guess work, but then, I 
know of several large estates which hiuve 
fallen off, and the general indications are 
that there will be a decrease; just how 
much | do mot know.” 

Some of the counties which have sent 
in digests to the state comptroller show 
large increases in taxable valuations. 
Nearly all of the counties have fallen off 
in Value, and it is possible that Fulton 
will come up to the record of 1597,

Editor M. E. Tyson, of Douglas, 
Has a Thrilling Experience.:

MONEY AND WATCH TAKEN 


While at Lakewood Wednesday Night 
He Was Knocked Insensible and 
Left for Dead.

Mr. M. E. Tyson, editor of The Douglas 
Leader, has called to bis assistance the 
city detectives, whom he has asked to aid 
him in locating the assailing who attacked 
him at Lakewood Wednesday night. 

Kditor Tyson came to Atlanta W ednes- 
day, stopping at the Jackson hotel. He 
came to the city on business connected 
with his paper and durtwg the day he was 
busy. Wednesday night he took a car and 
went out to Lakewood in search of @ coo]- 
ing breeze and a quiet stroll in the woods. 

While he was resting near the lake, he 
Was assaulted by some one who dealt him 
a savage and murderous blow with a blunt 
piece of iron. Editor Tyson was sitting on 
a bench and just across the knoll of the 
hill was a large number of persons. The 
lights were but a few feet distant, but this 
fact did not intimidate the assailant. 

Without warning the blow was siven 
with terrific force. Tyson fell forward, 
unconscious and bleeding from a fearful 
gash in his forehead and across his left 
eye. The blow came so suddenly that he 
could not offer resistance or give the alarm 
and he lay upon the ground for several! 
minutes before rescue came. 

A gentleman found him lying on the 
ground. He began to shake the man, when 
Tyson became conscious, 

All the money Mr. Tyson had in_ his 
pockets was taken. His gold watch, Ww ich 
he valued at $125 was gone. So were his $25 
xvid chain and clegant charm. 

Since the assault. Mr. Tyson 
confined to his room in the Jackson hotel 
and it was not until late yesterday after- 
noon that he was able to leave his_poom, 
when he reported the occurrence to the 
police department and asked the assistance 
of the detectives. 
he had a clew as to the identity of his as- 
sailant and thought he would be able to 
have the man arrested today.

CONVICTS MAY WORK ROADS 


a 


Movement on Foot To Improve High- 
ways of State. 


A BILL WILL BE FRAMED 


_ ~_ — 


Legislature Will Be Asked To Worx 
All Misdemeanor Prisoners 
on Roads. 


The movement now on foot to build good 
roads all over the state is fasi material- 
izing. Judge Turner, principal keeper of 
the penitentiary, has interested himseif 
in the plan, and will exert every effort to- 
ward the completion of the scheme. 

The good roads bulletin, which State 
Geologist Yeates will soon issue, will be 
a source of great help in this direction. 
The periodical will be sent to every county 
in the state, and the practical hints it will 
give as to scientific road building, and the 


uatural material it will point out, will 
ereatiy facilitate the work. 
It ie not at all unlikely that a large 


number of the staté convicts wil be put 
to work improving “the public thorough- 
fares according to the instruetions jaid 
down in this good roads bulletin, and with 
competent overseers there 18 ho reason 
why Georgta shouldn't soon have the 
finest roadg in the south. 

Judge Turner is heartily in favor of this 
plan, and will try to have a Dill Pyissed 
at the next legislature amending the law 
so as to allow the misdemeanor convicts 
to be worked on the public roads. 

He believes this is the best disposition 
that can be made of the state’s criminals, 
and the best solution of the convict ques- 
tion, so far as misdemeanor cunv.cts are 
coneerned. There are 1,90 of this class 
of criminals in the state, and if they were 
put to work improving the roads, the result 
would be greatly felt. 


The Law Is Violated. 


There are only about eight counties in the 
state Where misdemeanor convicts are 
worked on the public roads. Ali the others 
hire the unfortunates oul, the revenue 
therefrom gving into the county | treas- 
uries, 

This system is expressly in violation of 
the law. The supreme court has ruled that 
the hiring of misdemeaner convicts is ab- 
solutely null and void. in spite of this 
decision, however, the county officials re- 
main obstinate, and positively refuse to 
nake any other disposition of their prison- 
ers. 

The officials know this law is being vio- 
lated, but it seems have made no effort to 
have the measure enforced. 

A bill will be introduced at the next leg- 
islature taking these convicts out of the 
hands of the lessees and placing them on 
the public roads, The change may result in 
decreased revenue, but in a still greater 
benefit in the development of the county. 

There is little doubt but that the measure 
will be passed, and the state may be dec- 
orated from one end to the other before 
long with magnificent pikes, over which the 
farmers may adrive with greater comfort 
than they have ever experienced before. 


THE FATE OF THE DISPENSARY. 


Judge Simonton Will Define an Origi- 
nal Package. 

Columbia, 8. C., July 23.—(Special.)—Next 
Tuesday will be a momentous day for the 
South Carolina dispensary. Attorney P. 3. 
Nelson, who has recently been so success- 
ful in getting injunctions from Judge 5l- 
monton. will aftempt on that day, at Flat 
Rock, N. C., a ten strike, and he seems con- 
fident of earrying his point. 

Mr. Nelson expects Judge Simonton to 
rule that a bottle of beer sent from Savan- 
nah, Augusta or Atianta—and Carolinians 
are depending on Georgia for their beer 
just now—is an original package in the eyes 
of the law. and he expects, of course, that 
the same ruling will be made as to whisky 
and other liquors when bottled, but Mr. 
Nelson is going further and ask the judge 
to decide a question which has heretofore 
been only broached jin whispers, and that is 
whether the importer cannot enjoy in this 
state all the privileges of the dispensary, 
and so send in Mquor by the barrel and 
bottle it.

Candidates must file their pledges to abide 
the result by 6 o’clock the afternoon before 
the election. Cand'dates for mayor were as- 
sessed {2 each and those for alderman $1.

Editor Constiitution—ln your issue of yes- 
terday is an article from Cofonel Price Gil- 
bert m which he refers to a statement 
made by your reporter, that I nad said 
“that court was called in violation of an 
agrevMent between counse! and Judge 
Butt.”

That 
there should be reform in the criminal laws 
of the state 1 am nota fit person to say. 
Be that‘true or not, why should innocent 
people, or criminals, for that ynatter, have 
to suffer on account of the defects of law? 
lt is all folly and rot to endeavor to lay 
the cause ,0f this outrageous murder by 
the ‘‘good ¢ ens’’ of Taibot county to the

not be content to lay the cause here. No 
one who is familiar with this case and 
with the feeling and excitement that has 
existed in Talbot county doubts for a mo- 
ment that this outrageous murder wauid 
not have occurred any day in the past 
fifteen months could these “good citizens” 
of that county have availed themselves of 
an opportunity.

PERRY WAS ONLY JCEING. 


Sheriff Austin Writes a Card in ox- 
planation. 


Sheriff Austin, of DeKalb county, has 
furn.shed The Constitution with a written 
Statement explaining that the threat made 
by Perry against George C. Spence, the 
young attorney, was mothing more than 
a mere joke. The card which follows is 
seit-explanatory: 

Decatur, Ga., Juiy 23.—Editor Constitu- 
tion: In today’s issue of The Constitution 
I notice you make charges that H. S. 
Perty, who is contined in DeKalb county 
jail, is planning in some way io do viv- 
kuce to Colonel George C. Spence, and 
that on Wednesday I refusea to allow 
Colonel Spence admittance to the jail to 
See his chent, Edward C. Flanagan, who 
occupies a cell near Perry’s, for fear Perry 
would assassinate Colonel Spence. 

“This 1 wish to deny. I never thought 
of Perry harming him, and I am sure Per- 
ry has no ill feelmg toward Colonel Spence. 
The reason Colonel Spence stocd on the 
outside to talk with Flanagan was be- 
cause he was afraid to go inside, and as 
to Perry making any threats against Colo- 
nel Spence, the report is all bosh. Colonel 
Spence made a trip out here several days 
ago, and seemed to be very much afraid 
of Perry, amd asked that Perry be locked 
in his cell while he was conversing with 
Flanagan. When Colonel Spence left I in- 
formed Perry that Colonel Spence was 
afrad to come where he was, so I pro- 
posed to Perry that when he made an- 
other visit we would have some fun at 
Colonel Spence’s expense, which was 
agreed to by Perry, but the day.he came 
Perry’s wife was out to see him, and his 
cage had just been decided, so I supposed 
he did not cmre for the joke. So, as Colo- 
nel Spence seemed to prefer the outside 
of the jail, Flanagan was allowed to come 
up to an open lattice-bar door and talk, 
and there is no truth in the rumor ag 
publisned this morning.

The assessment of the presid- 
ing elder provoked some discussion, but the 
amcecunt was finally fixed at $1,200 per an- 
num for the district. 

The committea had keen appointed at 
a previous meeting to investigate and re- 
port on the moral worth of the people. 
This report was read and showed a great 
improvement in moral lines, which was 
received with approbation by the assem- 
bly. 

What the Negro Is Doing. 

The m important paper of the day 
was the report of the committee appointed 
to make a review of ‘““‘The State of the 
Country,” which was a written address and 
was read to the conference. The commit- 
tee Was composed of very able men among 
the negrces. They were G. W. Alexander, 
D.D., M. M. Panton, S.T.B., D. H. Butler, 
B.D., R. M. King, James M. Henderson, 
D.D., J. S. Filpper, D.D. They began 
by congratulating their people for living 
in a country with such magnificent re- 
scurces. They speak in high praise of the 
sierling manhood of the country. They 
lainent the fact that the immigrant from 
a foreign country can receive that recog- 
nition which a negro its not allowed to 
aspire to.

“The alarming increase of the number 
of assaults upon defenseless women and 
children, the roaming of armed bands ef 
lynoners and the mobocratic spirit which 
stalks abroad in the land has jusily created 
alarm in all sections of the republic and 
in the mind of every law-abiding ciuzen. 

“As ministers of the gospel, we condemn 
every criminal of whatever race, who, te 
SiacK ‘his cursed lust, outrages innocent 
women and children, and extend to them 
the sympathy which we believe is just, and 
assure every such an outraged person, irre- 
spective of race, we believe the punish- 
ment should be death, and this in the 
speediest possibie time in Keeping with law 
and government. 

“We cannot sympathize with outrage 
for any reason. We cannot affirm the opin- 
ion of some men, even the attorneys who 
claim the inadequacy of law to cope with 
this crime, nor can we indorse their sen- 
tuimeat in favor of lynching. 

“We would concur with that highly cul- 
tured, law-abiding faithful few whose elo- 
Qugnce, experience and learning admitted 
that the fault is not with the law but with 
the people. 

“Your committee is of the opinion that 
there is but one remedy, not more law, no 
more legishation, but better people. Better 
sentiment and respect for law whith we 
believe is adequate if trusted to cope with 
any crime. 

“Unless the cool, 
rise up en masse and 
law must be respected and criminals pun- 
ished by law, we are of the opinion we 
are allowing a whirlwind to develop which 
before long will drag judges from the 
bench, lawyers from the bar and juries 
from the box 


Court Trial Demanded. 


“No matler whom the villain may be, 
no matter to what_race he helongs, give 
him a fair trial if death can aton:

“The white people of this fre : 
the white pedple of the south, proud An- 
glo-Saxons as they are, powerful and 
scholarly, owe it to justite and fair play, 
owe it to a race which they pronounce in- 
ferior that this mob violence be stopped. 

“They owe it to God and humanity, at 
wh5se bar we must all appear, to rise and 
demand for every crime so cherged that 
the assailant be identified beyond a rea- 
sonable doubt, of which an excited mob 
cannot be judges. We demand the suprem- 
acy of law that he be given a fair and im- 
partial trial, and if guilty to be hanged. 

“We hereby affirm our confidence in wo- 
manhood and denounce the cowardly. vi- 
ctous and wicked among us and among all 
races. Wecall. upon our people everywhere 
to steer clear of race complications, trust 
in God and live in peace with all men. 

“We commend the press and pulpit, ex- 
Governor Hogg. of Texas; Governor At- 
kinson, of Georgia: Bradley, of Kentucky; 
O'Ferrall, of Virginia: Colonel N. J. Ham- 
mond, of the Atlanta bar, and W. P. Hill, 
of the Macon bar, and others who took a 
bold stand againat mob violence and for 
the supremacy of law.”’

A MORGAN MOVE. 


Permission Obtained To Sue for a Sepa- 
rate Recciver. 

Raltimore. July 23.—Judges Goff and 
Morris in the United States circuit court 
here today granted an order enabling the 
holders of the first mortgage bonds on the 
Chicago division of the Baltimore and Ohio 
system to sue in the courts of Ohio, In- 
diana and Illinois for separate receivers 
for that portion of the property. The order 
Was the result of a compromise reached by 
counsel for the bondholder and the present 
receivers and carries with it an agreement 
that no attempt will be made in the wesiern 
courts to obtain possession of the road. 
It is understood that the mortgage holders 
Will apply in Chicago for receivers and 
upon the'r appointment bring ari action in 
the Baltimore courts for possession of the 
property, 

The property in controversy is known as 
the Baltimore. Ohio and Chicago railroad 
and forms a part of the Baltimore and 
Ohio system, furnishing as it does the 
entry to Chicago for the trains of that line. 
The petitioners in the case are C. H. Cos- 
ter, J. W. Brown and James WGond, sub- 
stituted trustees under the mortgage of 
1887, to secure the payment of $1,600,000, most 
Of which is held abroad, and it is generally 
believed that the action was brought at the 
instigation of J. P. Morgan & Co., of New 
York, with a view of obtaining greater In- 

uence in the affairs of the system fhan 
they now possess and of placing themselves 
In a position to check any action on the 
Part of the receivers of other portions of 
the road which they do not approve.

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CIVIL SERVICE Is 


CUTTING NO ICE 


Sweeping Decision Recently Made by 
the Commission. 


WILL GIVE RUCKER POWER 


Gives Him One Hundred Offices He 
May Fill. 


— + 


ALL OF HIS PLACES OUT OF SERVICE 


His Supporters Elated at the Great 
Lease of Power That Has Been 
Given Him. 


Deputy collectors of {nternal revenue and 
deputy collectors of customs have been re- 
moved from the classified civil service, by 
virtue of a rule passed Uv a committee of 
the civil service Commission, of which Sen- 
ator Pritchard, of North Carolina, is chair- 
man. 

This has been expected for a long time, as 
Senator Pritchard has been hard at work 
to have the deputies removed. The object 
of the removal is, of course, to get the 
present democrati¢ incumbents out of their 
jobs, so as to give the places to the repub- 
lican patronage seekers. 

The republicans at the custom house are 
laughing at the statement made to the ef- 
fect that Rucker, the new collector of inter- 
nal revenue. would have but three places to 
give out. They are rejoicing ovcr the fact 
that the offices of deputy collectors have 
been removed from the classified service, 
and they say now that Rucker. will have 
more than a hundred appointments instead 
of three. The disconsolate office seekers 
who have been discouraged by the claim of 
civil service protection made by the demo- 
crats, have taken new hope and now feel 
certain that they will get jobs under Ruck- 
er. 

Mr. FE. A. Angier, who has been making a 
determined fight to get all of the democrats 
out of office, is more delighted than any 
one. He reiterates the statement made by 
S A. Darnefl to the effect that republicans 
shoulda hold the offices and democrats stand 
aside, 

Mr. Angier feels certain that others be- 
side the deputy collectors will lose their 
jobs. He quotes from a letter from Sena- 
tor Pritehard as follows: | 

“The committee of which I am chairman 
is now making a thorough investigation of 
the civil service law. I have Secured a 
rule exempting from the operations of the 
law deputy collectors of customs and depu- 
tv collectors of internal revenue, and have 
strong hopes of having other places ex- 
empted.”’ 

Mr. Aneter says that this is work in the 
right direction and that he hopes the sen- 
ator will keep it up until the injustice and 
fraud of the whole civil service system is 
fully exposed. 

The effect of the rule exempting from the 
operation of the civil service the olficers 
mentioned will be to throw a large amount 
of patronage into the hands of the republi- 
eans which they would otherwise have lost. 
In faet, four-fifths of the entire number of 
jobs now in thetr eontrol would have been 
protected by civil service. 

The removal of the places from the class!- 
fied service is a slick piece of republican 
management.
